1 . REFTEL DESCRIBES ECONOMIC/AID ASPECTS OF EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT 
SADAT'S FEB 28-29 VISIT TO KUWAIT. TEXT OF JOINT COMMUNIQUE 
FOLLOWING VISIT BEING SENT SEPTEL. CONCLUSION VISIT ALSO MARKED 
BY PRESS CONFERENCE DURING WHICH EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT CRITICIZED 
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SYRIA AND JORDAN AND DISCLOSED "SECRET" US/EGYPTIAN UNDERSTANDINGS. 
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HIGHLIGHTS SUMMARIED BELOW. 

2. PRESS CONFERENCE BEGAN WITH SADAT REITERATING USUAL THEMES IN- 
CLUDING GOE SUPPORT FOR THE PALESTINIAN CAUSE, CASTIGATION OF THE 
SOVIET UNION AND A RETURN TO THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WITH A PALESTI- 
NIAN PRESENCE. HE ALSO REITERATED "THERE IS NOW NO SCOPE FOR 
KISSINGER S STEP-BY-STEP DIPLOMACY." THE MOST SIGNIFICANT NEW 
ELEMENT WAS SADAT'S STRONG CRITICISM OF SYRIA. 

3. IN RESPONDING TO A QUESTION ABOUT FATE OF SINAI AGREEMENT IF 
WAR BREAKS OUT NEXT MAY, SADAT SAID THAT EGYPT HAD CONCLUDED 
THREE SECRET AGREEMENTS: "FIRST, AMERICA GUARANTEES THAT ISRAEL 
WILT. NOT UNDERTAKE AGGRESSION AGAINST SYRIA. SECOND, AMERICA 
UNDERTAKES TO ACHIEVE A DISENGAGEMENT SIMILAR TO THE FIRST SYRIAN 
DISENGAGEMENT ON THE SYRIAN FRONT AFTER THE SECOND DISENGAGEMENT 
ON THE EGYPTIAN FRONT. THIRD, AMERICA UNDERTAKES TO DO ITS 
UTMOST TO LET THE PALESTINIANS PARTICIPATE IN ANY SETTLEMENT." 

SADAT WENT ON TO SAY ANY WAR INVOLVED TWO POSSIBILITIES. IF 

ISRAEL INITIATED AGRESSION, THE SINAI AGREEMENT WOULD BE VIO- 
LATED AND EGYPT WOULD CARRY OUT ITS OBLIGATION TO THE SYRIAN 
SIDE. HOWEVER, IF SYRIA LAUNCHED A WAR, WHICH SADAT CHARACTER- 
IZED AS DON QUIXOTI HEROISM, "THIS WOULD BE ANOTHER MATTER." 

4. SADAT CHARACTERIZED THE 1974 SYRIAN WAR OF ATTRITION AS BEING 
"NEEDLESS." HE ALSO LASHED OUT AT SYRIAN -J ORD ANI AN "CONCOCTIONS" 

AT THE EXPENSE OF OTHER SIDES. WITH RESPECT TO THE SYRIAN ROLE IN 
LEBANON, SADAT SAID "SYRIA CAME IN AND CLAIMED SHE STOPPED THE 
WAR. WE ALL KNOW SYRIA WAS PROVIDING WEAPONS TO BOTH SIDES. 

WHEN SYRIA STOPPED ARMS SHIPMENTS, THE FIGHTING STOPPED."
